Special burdens 
are often necessary, as are Special bene- 
fits for preventing fires, * 
districts, cleaning streets, opening par 

and thousands of other objects. Regula- 
tions for these purposes may press with 
more or less unequality. Ne- 
cessary restrictions are upon one and then 
upon another; but they are designed not 
to impose unequal or unnecessary restric- 
tions upon any one, but to promote 


ble the general good. The evils which 
may arrise in the administration of such 
laws are matters purely of State regula- 
tion. They can be remedied only by the 
State. In the present case the provisions 
requiring certificates from health 
officer, etc., may in some instances be 
unnecessary and changes to be made to 
meet the conditions upon which certi- 
ficates are wanted may be burdensome, 
still it is matter of administration

EAQTHQUAKE ININEW YORK. 

Tarrytown Visited by a Shock Early 
Sunday Herning. 

New York, Jan. 5.—Reports of earth- 
quakes in New Hampshire and Maryland 
on Friday. followed many similar reports 
of late from various parts of the country, 
and now these are succeeded by the an- 
nouncement of earthquakes here yester- 
day, at Tarrytown.

California journals advocate th giv- 
ing up of wheat growing in the State 
and the setting out of orchards and 
vineyards. Estimates and experience 
prove that there is more than tenfold 
the profit realized from vineyards than 
from wheatfields, comparing acre with 
acre. The yield of wheat in California 
the past season is about 67,000,000 
bushels. This will fiet the growers, 
after marketing, about $25,650,000 for 
the entire yield. To produce it required 
the cultivation of about 2,500,000 acres. 
The same area planted to fruit or grapes 
would bring to the owners „ here 
from 8250, 000, 000 to $400 It 


son for the further cultivation of a crop 
that can be depended upon to bring in 
but a bare profit. Within a compara- 
tively few years fruit growing in Cali- 
fornia has reached a considerable mag- 
nitude, and bids fair to become the 
chief industry of the southern portion 
of the State. Notjonly are grapes profit- 
ably grown, but all varieties of small 
fruits succeed admirably. It is ppar- 
ently a question of but a short time 
when the cultivation of grain Wal- 
most cease in the great regions that 
have in the past been almost exclusively 
devoted to that object, which will be- 
come in time great orchards. The 
evaporated fruits of California have al- 
ready achieved an enviable ‘reputation 
east of the Rockies, and all surplus can 
thus be profitably worked up. -—[Cleve- 
land Herald.
